LIFELESS BODY OF PARENT

Milton A. Reaver, 50, a well-known farmer, wan instant­ 
ly killed on his farm, near Harney, Friday afternoon at 3 
o’clock, when one charge of dynamite under a stump was set 
off while he was attem pting to light the fuse of a second 
charge.

At 16, soon after his father's 
death, he came to England to com­ 
plete his education at the University 
of London. He was a backward pu­ 
pil. found Sanskrit hard and stum ­ 
bled with many a westerner over 
Euclid. 
For a time he lived on 30 cents 
a day, eating vegetables and es­ 
chewing all meat, milk and eggs. 
Then reaction set in. 
He, whose wardrobe later w’as to 
be only a loin cloth, bought a silk 
hat, a Savile Row dress suit. 
That lasted about three months. 
Another violent reaction took him 
back to acetic ism and lie never 
again attem pted to westernize him ­ 
self. 
His contemporary in London was 
a man named Lenin who after­ 
wards was to change the history of 
Russia. 
One of the greatest forces in his 
life has been the "Sermon on the 
Mount,” says Gandhi. 
“It went straight to my heart on 
the first reading,” he explains.

however, including a chiropodist and 
a minister, denied they Iud par­ 
taken of liquor.

No deaths had been attributed to 
the disease today, and Dr. Miles 
said he had been unable to deter­

The health officer s belief that the 
illness was caused by drinking was 
strengthened by the fact that most 
of the victims said they had taken 
Jamaica ginger. Several of the vic­

Five drug­ 
gists or drug store employes were 
among the victims.
